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(Claim 11) "...using at least one event to dynamically manage storage allocation 
and storage deallocation in the heap, wherein said at least one event is independent of 
any algorithm for dynamically managing storage allocation and storage deallocation in 
the heap"; 

(Claim 21) "...use at least one event to dynamically manage storage allocation 
and storage deallocation in the heap, wherein said at least one event is independent of 
any algorithm for dynamically managing storage allocation and storage deallocation in 
the heap". 

Claims 2-9, 12-19, and 22-29 are allowed as being dependent upon, and thus 
incorporating therein, the allowable subject matter of the respective parent claims.
